The people who 
have been so constant in their aitendance at 
St. George’s Hal) and atthe Riding School 
were to a large extent unaware that 
the exercise which they were watching s0 
closely Was the same that brought the Grecian 
thousands thronging to the Olympic games, 
and that the Gods themselves had not escaped 
the pedomonia or foot craze.

In Western Europe the natives of 
Basque, a region in the north of Spain, 
been famous from time immemorial for 
excellence and endurance of their legs. 

MANY ANECDOTES 

are recorded of the wonderful feats of the 
couriers of the English nobility, who, despite 
their fantastic dressing, Were no mean tray- 
elers. Sixty orseventy miles running in a 
day was thought nothing of by these ventry. 
(ne evening the Earl of Ilome entrusted a 
message to his courier to be conveved to El- 
inborough, a distance of thirty-five miles. 
The next morning he found the fellow lying 
asicep on a bench in the kitchen, and was 
astonished, on waking him, to learn 
that he had accomplished bis mission 
and returned. The Duke of Lauderdale having 
invited alarge numberof gueststo dinner, 
discovered, just as they were seating them- 
selves at the table, that an indispensable ar- 
ticle of the table service was mi-sing, which 
could only be replaced by sending to ore of 
his other residences fifteen miles away. A 
courier was immediately dispatched for it, 
end returned before the meal was completed, 
bearing the desired article in his hands. Lady 
Berkeley, being ill at Collowdon, sent her 
Irishman named Langham, to 
London for medicine.

Many are the tales told by the ancients of the 
speed of their runners. lymnestor, a young 
goatherd of Miletus, is said to have been so 
fleet that he could catch a hare. Lasthenas, 
the Theban, once had arace with a horse in 
erossing the Coroneus. at Thebes, and van- 
quished his four-legged competitor. A run- 
ner in the service of Alexander the Great 
traveled from Sicyor to Ellsin mine hours, a 
feat which, if true. far eclipses all those of 
modern pedestrianism. 

How loyg the present walking fever will 
last before it abates of course cannot be fore- 
told. Parts of the country where it was 
never thought of before have been attacked, 
and there is hardly a county seat in the whole 
State of Missouri that has not its sawdust 
circle, its pet athlete, and its supply of lini- 
ment.

Within the past six months, 
however, the growth of/the place has been 
fairly miraculous. Ovér 300 buildings have 
been erected,and the population has increased 
to over 2,000 souls. The coming of the A. T.

‘WHEAT. 


Its Many Fluctuations in Prices During 
Three Months. 


Never Before Such a Speculative Ten- 
dency in the St. Lonis Market. 


How the Millers Managed to Make a Good 
Thing Out ef the Advance. 


Speculation in wheat was never carried on 
to so great an extent in this city as it has been 
during the last few months. There has been 
of course a legitimate advance in wheat, but 
this advance has been characterized at this 
market by the wildest fluctuations. 

There has been a considerable amount of 
speculation in wheat at all the leading grain 
markets of the country, but at no place have 
the changes in prices been so quick and so 
great asin St. Louis. This is 

SOMEWIIAT SURPRISING 
when it is known that St. Louis business men 
are uniformly conseryative in their deal- 
ings. There has always been rT 
vast deal more of speculation in all lines in 
Chicago than in St. Louis, but Chicago has, in 
the particular matter of wheat, been thrown 
quite ir. the shade by St. Louis this fall. It is 
astonishing that so few evil effects should 
have followed. It would be a natural suppo- 
sition that a great many. dealers would 
have been crowded to the wall 
and forced to suspend, but there 
have been but two failures among the grain 
men since the advance began. One of these 
was ofatirm whose headquarters were in 
another city, and the other was «a gentleman 
who was soon able to straighten up and go 
on with his business again. Naturally there 
bas been a good deal of monev made and a 
good deal of money lost. 
THE MILLERs, 


who represent a very large interest in this city, | 


bave made more money than anybody élse who 
is interested in wheat. Most of them bought 
largely when the advance first sect in, and quit 
buying before it reached the maximum, thus 
reaping a rich harvest in the advance of flour. 
One leading miller athrms that he has 
made more money this fall than ever before 
in his life during the same time. 

Some idea may be foriney of the great 
changes in the price of wheat by a review of 
the ruling prices during the past few months. 
AS soon as it became Known early in the sum- 
mer that the wheat crop all over the country 
would be an uncommonly large’ one, 
the tendency of prices was 
downward. The receipts here in July were 
nearly twice as great as ever before, showing 
that farmers were anxious to sell ai even mod- 
erate prices. Something over 5,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat came into this market during the 
month of July. On Aucust ist No. 3 wheat 
sold at 92 cents a bushel. On August Ifth it 
fell to 87 cents, and kept steady at this tizure 
for aboutonemonth. Receipts continued to 
be large. The first evidences of the great ad- 
vance beganto show themselves about the 
l(theksSeptember, when No. 5 wheat went up 
to 88 Pe8c a bushel. Dhis was when tlre news

SCARCITY OF GRAIN. IN EUROPE 
began toarrive. Davafter day the papers 
published telegrams from England, France 
and Germany that the crops were ina ruined 
condition and that im;ortation would be 
heavy. The inevitable effect came. The be- 
lef that prices would be low inthis eountry 
on. account of the heavy crop were now dis- 
peiled by a greater foreign demand than was 
ever expected. It did not take the farmers 
long to see the _ situation, and they 
wumediately begun to shut down on their 
shipments. Every farmer that could afford 
to do so, resolved to hold his wheat until he 
could get at least one dollar clear for it. Some 
of them said they would wait for one dollar 
andahalf. The effect was that receipts be- 
yan to fail off at all the leading markets and

A Scuthern Lady’s Story of her Chat 


with the Favorite American Post.

Although his 
head is wreathed in white locks, it is difficult 
to beheve that he has passed the age of 
three score and ten, for his face has the 
freshness, his eye the sparkle, and bis step 
the elasticity of youth. He received me cor- 
diaily, and invited me into his study, a room 
of comfortable dimensions, a large tabie in 
the cemter. an old-fashioned heurth with 
andirons, and two windows opening upon 
the lawn. On either side of the fire-place 
was a large comfortable chair, one beiog 
that recentiv presented to him by the children, 
made from ‘*the spreadiny chestnut tree.’’

Mr. Longfellow is well provided with 
what Emerson thinks so essential toa poet, a 
library anda garden. We walked and con- 
versed together in the shade of the hedge, oc- 
casionallv pausing to admire the fresh, vel- 
vety creenness of the lawn and the well-kept 
flower beds. There is an old tree here which 
Mrs. Craigie, the lady who formerly occupied 
the house, fondly loved, and predicted would 
die when she did. The same it was 
struck by lightning, but not killed, for the 
poung limbs appear vi and 

ve been chained : to 
aveid their breaking by the wind. 

Mr. Longfellow has n recently’ 
in editing that volume of ‘*‘ Poems of on 
which treats of the Southern States. In an- 
swer to ny question whether be had ever been 
South, **Never further than Mount Vernon,’ 
he replied. I wondered at this, remembering 
how faithfully he describes Louisiana scenes 
in “*Evangeline.’’ He questioned me about 
the South and wished to have visited many 
piaces of which he had read. He remarked 
the beauty of Indian corn, and said he was 
surprised that it had not found a place in 
architecture, and explained how t stalk 
could be represented in iron, combinin ace 
with strength, and how beautiful the blades 
s0 wrought would appear. 

Lasked his opinion of Browning. ‘‘T Ike 
his ‘Dramatic Lyries,’’ especially ‘The Pied 
Piper of Hamelin’ and “They rousta the 
Good News from Ghent:’ but even bere 
Browning's predominant love of the obscure 
causes him toleave his reader to find ont 
what the pen news was.’’ After mentioning 
how much my pleasure in reading Browning 
had been marred by his obscurity, he re- 
marked, ‘“‘Anauthor has no more right to be 
obscure than a correspondent to write illeg- 
iblv.’’ “Pindar,’’ he added, glancing at the 
bo@ék-case where that old gentleman s.ood in 
his paper cerements, *‘is also an obscure 
poet.’’ This led us to speak of other ancient 
writers, and to his showing me the most ele- 
vant edition of Horace I had ever seen, but the 
broad white margius prevent his reading it at 
night; it is like gazing on suecessive snow 
banks, he said, as he turned the leaves. ‘*At 
schoo! Horace was my favorite Latin poet, 
and how modern heis. His meeting the bore 
onthe ‘via sacra’ is what might have hap- 
pones yesterday to either of us onthe street; 
vut Horace is a melancholy poet.’’: **Yes,’’ I 
replied, **he is always dwelling on how short- 
lived everything is, and seems to delight in 
telling his sweethearts that their charms will 
soon fade.’’ 

. We then spoke of the repeated failures of 
translators to cateh that curivsa felicitas ver- 
borum so peculiarly Horatian. He mentioned 
favorably Caskie Hurrison’s translations, but 
did not like Bulwer’s. He lamented the com- 
mon fault of many of our living authors in 
writing too much, not allowing time enough 
toelapse between their productions for the 
mind to generate new ideas, consequently giv- 
ing to the public, under different form, those 
previously conceived and expressed. 

Mr. Longfellow, of course, receives visitors 
from all parts of the globe, wherever his poe- 
try has found readers, and that ix wherever 
our language is spoken. Among them the 
young Englishman who came to see him some 
years ago was notthe least amusing suest. 
Having heard on reaching Cambridge that Mr. 
Longfellow resided there, he told the poet of 
his surprise at this information, for, said he, 
‘*] thought vou were dead long ago—in fact 
that you died before Washington.’’

Chandler was born at Bedford,

lle was electe dito the United States Senate asa 
Republican to succecd Lewis Cass, Democrat, 
and was twice re elected, serving from March 
4.1857, to March 3, 1875. lie was again 
elected to tne United States Senate in place ot 
J.P. Christiancy, who resigned, and only took 
bis seaton February 22 last. His term of ser- 
vice would have expired on March 3, 1851. 
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The Announcement at Detroit. 

DETROIT, November 1.—Shortly before lv 
o'clock this marning a dispatch was received 
by ex-Gov. Jonn J. Bagley form John B. 
Drake, of the tirand Pacitic Hotel, Chicago, 
announcing tbat Senator Zachariah Chandler 
had been found dead in his bed at that hotel 
this morning. The astounding and sorrowful 
new. spread like wildfire and was at first gen- 
erally g a cl" bted, but the Drake 
dispatch wis speedily confirmed 
by telegrams to Coxgressman Newberry 
and otbers, and the certainty Was established 
otf his sudden death. Great excitement fol- 
lowed the confirmation of the first reporg, and 
the bujletining ofthe news. Flags of the'aeyv 
were displayed at ha'fmast, and evi- 
dences o1 the universal grief 
were manifested on every hand. 
Dispatches of inquiry also commenced to pour 
in from all over the State, and the confirmation 
of the sad affair was ftoliowed by expreasions 
of grief.

The Market Deaming~Cellections of Rent 
Improving—Great Demand for Realty. 
To-day closes a busy Week among dealers in 

realestate. A visitor tothe several offices tu- 
day found the agents with their hands full and 
stretching every exertion tosatisfy the require- 
ments ofthe public. The rental demands are 
unprecedented in the history of St. and 
the desire for good property in fashionable 
localities has caused a slight increase in the 
rent of first-class houses. This demandis not 
alone confined to the city, but letters from 
abioad, principally New York, are daily re- 
ceived from persons contemplating making st. 
Louis their future home, concerning rentable 
mg oy | The western part of the city appears 
to be the attractive locality, and houses in 
that vicinity are greatiy sought after. Che 
demand is fer eight-room houses, and agents 
find it a difficult matter to supply every want 
in this direction. 

The revival in the industries has had a good 
effect, adding considerabie buoyaney to real 
estate interests. Theincrease of wages in the 
different branches of trade has been tne means 
of swelling the collections of renters.who bave 
never before witnessed such a presperous clos 
ing of the October month, There are many in- 
quiries for four-room houses in respectable 
localities, a class of property in the 
possession of which st. Louis is notably derfi- 
cient,and a goodly number of persons desiring 
homes of this chararter havejto forego their 
wishes and quarter themselves in houses con- 
tuining more rooms than they enanconveniently 
occupy. 

Improvement} in every portion of the city is 
going on, the work being confined to the re 
modeling of houses suitable to mode rn ideas of 
the intendant occnpant.

The saies during the week, excepting those

next week. 

The outiook in the real estate market at 
present is exceedingiy fattering, and the 
gradual rise in property may be expected to 
continue for some months ionger.

It is still 
an open question, pernaps, whether Gerster, 
who the from failure last 
yeur, 8 Com At any rate, sheis not here, 
and nobody to know or hazard an 
Opinion to when, if at all, she will be. 
It is not impossible that the experi- 
ences of last year are to b» repeated, in etfect, 
though inasomewhat different way, by hold- 
ing Gerster back until towards the last, and so 
stimulate public expectancy and interest. If, 
as some assert, the sickness last year was not 
so serious as was represented and was turned 
to good aecount finally in a harvest of ducats, 
froma great deal of gratuitous advertising, 
judiciously set and kept in motion, there are 
obvious reasons whya similar plan, differing 
somewhat in aetail, will not work so well at the 
present time.
